Oglethorpe  College  received  a  $1,000 
grant  for  unrestricted  use  from  Gulf  Oil 
Corporation 

It  was  one  of  221  such  awards,  totalling

Final  National  Basketball 

Statistics  Give  Petrels 

Impressive  Showing 


The  Oglethorpe  Stormy  Petrel  basketball 
team  made  an  impressive  showing  in  the 
final  statistics  released  by  the  National  Col- 
legiate Athletic  Bureau. 

The  Gold  and  Black  hoop  togs  have  been 
packed  away  for  another  season  and  Coach 
Garland  Pinholster  and  his  coaches  have 
turned  their  fancies  to  spring  sports  and 
recruiting  for  next  year's  basketball  team. 
The  Petrel  camp  rejoiced  however  when  the 
final  stats  arrived. 

The  Petrels  were  in  the  nation's  elite  in 
four  team  categories  and  one  individual 
area. 

Oglethorpe  ranked  ninth  among  the  lead- 
ers in  average  scoring  margin  over  all  op- 
ponents. The  average  Petrel  victory  margin 
was  17.7  points  per  game.  The  Oglethorpe 
defensive  average  of  61.6  was  good  enough 
to  tie  for  tenth  among  the  nation's  defen- 
sive teams.  Offensively,  the  Petrels  ranked 
13th  in  field  goal  percentage  with  .511  and 
the  free  throw  percentage  of  .762  was  ninth 
in  the  nation. 

Individually,  senior  Walker  Heard's  free 
throw  accuracy  ranked  23rd  in  the  final 
statistics.  The  6-7  Atlantan  made  good  on 
107  of  his  125  attempts  for  a  batting  aver- 
age of  .856. 

The  NCAB  statistics  added  a  final  icing 
to  the  already  outstanding  Oglethorpe  rec- 
ord of  22-6.
